, . By. the courtesy of the editor of the News 
a Waakegan corretpondent is' "permitted ' a 
corner of this paper. It will be devoted to 
the workingmdn's interests from his (the 
wprkingman'sj' standpoint on al 1 questions 
in ■ which jie . is interested, regardless of 
parties, ['. cliques , or religion, . Recogaiwiig 
the fact the laborer is worthy of his biro; 
that-he does not receive this recognition 
onlyias he is useful at. tbe time of political 
primaries, or in governmental statistics, or 
as he in useful in the several deportments 
of industry. There will be no contending 
disposition against capital, except when it 
becomoVoggressiTeas between tabor and 
capital— in other, words, a faithful exponent 
of the laborer's condition,. socially, morally 
and- individually. .The V column- will be 
conducted with a view toward the .many 
interests in which nearly all mortals are 
interested, and. the space allotted alone will 
limit. the scope of these several communica- 
tions 'in hiB interest. It is proposed to 
recognize the laborer iu nil and every ca- 
pacity- so far as lie is a factor in society, 
und plead bis cause up auainst political or 
any other favoritism . If the above proposi- 
tion shall meet with your approval then' 
our ;purposo should receive your hearty 
support. 

A. 1'I.EA. roa THE VTOnKISG MAN. 

Pursuant to the purpose promised, your 
attention is called toward an important 
interest of which you are a factor, viz: the 
right to secure all tho advantage to which 
you 'ore entitled, socially, morally and 
politically. You are spoken to, so to write, 
as an individual member of society, one of 
tho many who produce the wealth 'of' this 
great nation. It has become a recognized 
fact, as it has become a necessity, for labor 
to organize. The history of trade unions 
in thieconnry dates back for herhaps an 
hundred, yearn It is an' imported idea 
and based upon a necessity that intelligent 
labor experienced to its sorrow under 
monorchia! rule.' Reasoning from this 
standpoint the question arises,' are : the 
trades unions as organized adopted funda- 
mentally to tbe laws governing a people 
(ach^MiWff'find^in- the United States .of 
America? l 

; During, the 'discussion between able and 
eminent statesmen about tbe time of the 
adoption of the constitution of tho United 
States, one important subject came up that 
called out the best thoughts of such men as 
Hamilton, Madison and Jay, and that Bub-% 
jectwos the power of property, i. e., money 
as we understand it '< today. It was the 
purpose of those able men to secure a 
clause in tbe constitution whereby this 
power might he controlled. (See article 
1, sec. 8 of the constitution). The reader 
is referred to these letters or arguments ns 
more convincing proof than anyone else 
can produce or invent on the subject. 

The fnct tbat congress*, as' well as some 
of the state legislatures, has failed hereto- 
fore in their efforts to control combinations 
of capital vested in what is known as 
'.'trusts" of today, is no, sign that this 
octopus'may not ' be reached in the near 
future if~it proves to be inimical to the in- 
terests of tho people— by legislation. So 
much for trusts, 

How for unions. From a political point 
of view they are as yet not an important 
factor, The ' members, individually, . are 
too independent; 'that is they take 'Bides 
with political partieB regardleBs' of union 
recommendation or. necessities. . I will try 
to point out where a mistake is made: on 
this lino before I pass the subject. . With 
reference to what can bo ■ accomplished by 
union, a recent case occurred on tho Great 
Northern railroad that proves its power 
for good. 

The'railroad officials required tbe crews 
of .trains to do .the terminal switching. 
The. crews thought Uub was asking too 
much -and appealed to their union. An 
order went over the whole systhm to go out 
(strike) if it was enforced. As yet it has 
not been enforced.. 

At tbe present' time there. is a strong 
demand for a shorter day and excellent 
arguments advanced' In its behalf. In 
Bomo .instances an eight hour day is secured 
by strong unions in large cities under com- 
pulsion. Teh hours is a legal day's work 
in most slated. While there was a long 
and hitter fight before it' became.a law, 
because of tho innovation of the universal 
custom of sun to sun', it is believed that if 
n united and- fi^stimatio" effort was made 
by tho unions they might succeed; Mem- 
bers of some unions work ten hours, others, 
work' nine hours and thatbyebnaent, Why 
not then unite and demand at the hands of 
your legiBlutor.s a legal eight hour- day 
which shall. apply .to nil working classes? 

The unions in Waukegan.ore ; not -suffi- 
ciently- strong to enforce oven a nine hour 
day I and evon this waa tacitly conceded by 
the general public at a ratio of wages for a 
ten hour" day,' * They have no influence over 
large manufactories who are requiring , ten 
hours for a day's work, and who aiao fix 
the day's wagia, The law of sipply and

'demand' may control tho 1 price of a day's 
work indefinitely, but it" is within ,your 
power to fix . the number of . hoars, i or & 
day's' laborif you bo elect and stand united 
on the issue, 

A fiat by a Chicago or any' other union 
cannot fix an eight' hour day legally. 
Uncertainty on this line .must continue, 
snd it ia doubtful whether the general 
public will 'consent to a ten hour's day pay 
for eight or even nine hour day. .Then 
who not try Lo havo eight substituted for 
ten in the existing statute law and thus 
make a uniform rule for all classes of 
working men? 

This opportunity is fast approaching and 
you have it in your power to elect, repre- 



sentatives for this ! 'issue,*- bat you must at- _ 
tendithe caucuB.for.delegatea if you expect;,- 
representation in this line. "Make -baste 
slowly'oiB a sound maxim- ' ' One^lhing at.'

.The fee which Lincoln received In Uie 
McCormlck case, including the .retainer, 
which was ?G00— -the largest retainer. ever.- 
received' by Lincoln—amounted to- nearly 
$2,000. Except the sum patddilm by tho- 
Illinois Central Bailroad, It was probably 
tlie largest fee he ever rccelvod, : . The two- 
sums came to him about the same time,, 
and undoubtedly helped to tide over the- 
rather unfruitful period, from a financial 
standpoint, which followed— tho period of ' 
Mb contest with Douglas for tho Senate. 
Lincoln uerer made money. From ISfia 
to' lSflOhls Income averaged from J2,00O' 
to. $3,000 a year. In 'the' forties it. wns- 
consldcrably less. The ■ fee-hook of Lin- 
coln & Herndbn for. 18-17 shows total 
earnings of only $l,£i00. The largest fee- 
entered, was" one of $100. There arc sev- 
eral of $50, a number of $20, more of $10,.

If a' fee was not paid Lincoln did not 
believe In suing for it. Mr, Hcrndon 
says thnt hc/wbuld consent to be swindled' 
before he would contest a fee.

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Modern Woodmen Figures. 

According to figures just compiled by 
Head Clerk Hawes, Rock Jsiand, III., the 
condition of the Modem Woodmen society 
was as follows on January 1, 1900: There 
were 7,405 local camps, with 448;346 bene- 
fit and social members. The benefit mem- 
bers are carrying 8786,811,000* insurance, 
The death rate per 1,000 members woe4.01 
in 1890, there being 1,819 death claim a 
paid, aggregating 83,453,550. Since its 
organization seventeen years ago the 
society haa disbursed to beneficiaries $15.- 
190,885, and the total number of deaths has 
been 7,G04. ■ The net increase in benefit 
membership during 1899 was 101,873, and 
. the increase in the number of local camps 
1,566, The average age of the member- 
ship on Jan 1, 1890, was 36.50 years, and 
on January 1, 1900, owing to the great in- 
crease in membership, the average " age 
was only 36.13 years; making the -society, 
ntrange as it may seem, younger now than 
a year ago. During the years 1897, 1898 
and 1899 but ten assessments per year were 
leviel, which gave the members of the 
society their insurance at 84.50 per 81,000,

. The main feature" of I he palace, says the 
Western Electrician , will bo its facade of 
immense, Btained glass windows of arched 
design outlined'at night' by thousands of 
glisteninglightsT, Steel will be used in 
the frame work of the building and- this 
wilrbo covered by repousse metal and many 
colored ceramics, which will be artistic in 
daylight as well as in the searching electric 
light .nt.hiEbt." Arc and incandescent 
lights of "different colors .wi|l bo arranged 
so that the color effects can be varied from 
time to, time: An, allegorical group rep- 
resenting the '"Genius of Elociricity" 'will 
surmount the rounded top of the palace 'at 
a distance of 800 feet '.from the ground. 
This figure glowing with 'rays of many 
colored- lights; will hold aloft in tbe right 
hand a brilliant star symbolizing the 
world's torch. In front of the facade q£ the 
palace will be an electric fountain surpass- 
ing in beauty and size any work of; the 
kind ever erected. This fountain consists 
of a great basin 120 feet wide and 44 feet 
deep. From tho center of this rises a col- 
umn 120 feet high and surrounded by 
groups of statu ai^, arid from this water 
will fall in a brilliant sheath fifty feet • in 
width into tho lower basin. Around .this 
basin, which rests on a foundation ^of 
natural rocks, ia si group of figures rep- 
resenting Humanity conducted by Prog- 
ress through tho future. In its/ advance 
Humanity overturns two sculptured Furies 
representing the old "Routine'' which has 
been overcome. 

At night under the gleam rainbow liuhts 
the effect will be indescribably brilliant. 
It was decided that in the present exposi- 
tion tho lighting and .power would bo

The consumption of 
coal will be necessarily great, and it is 
cstimntedThat it will roach 200 tons a day, 
For the condensation a supply of water 
equal to 1,200 liters a second will be re- 
quired. By the arrangement adopted this 
will be taken from. tho' lower basin of the 
cascade, white tbe water supply for the 
boilers wilt be taken from tho upper reser- 
voir. 

The products of combustion will bo car* 
ried away bv a series of underground con- 
duits leading to ornamental smokestacks! 
These great chimneys ore 260. feet in 
height, each costing $50,000, 815,000 of 
which is being spent for decorations alone,

will be a reyelution oven to' electricians. 
All tho multiplied uses to which the almost 
unknown giant has been put will be illus- 
trated, while thousands of delicate ma- 
chines will' intimate the possibilities of 
future development. ' A complete electrical 
historical exhibit will form an instructive 
part of the display.

The greatest counterfeiting conspiracy 
that has ever been attempted In the Do- 
minion or Canada has-been nipped, In the 
bud by the arrest in Bajlltnqrc.of An- 
thony Decker, for years a trusted: em- 
ploye of the Canada Engraving and Lith- 
ographic Compauy, limited, nnd the Bur- 
lau Lithographic Company of Montreal. 

The conspiracy wiih conceived nnd ar- 
ranged in Montreal, and when the place 
beeame'too hot for the conspirators most 
of them- moved West. The gang Is said 
to consist of Anthony Decker, his wife, 
his soa, Paul Decker, and Hans Kuntz. 
They, aru charged with making and cir- 
culating thousands, of counterfeit $1 bills 
and with making for circulation thou- 
saifds of dollars* worth of $5 and ?10 
counterfeit hllte",' Paul; Decker wns.nr- 
rested nt "Woodstock, Out., and in bis 
possession were found plates and all the 
necessary apparatus for printing coun- 
terfeit bills.

Mountain VlllaBe to Which Gov. Taylor 
:' Adjourned the Leelnlnture. 

London is a thriving little .mountain 
town In southeastern -Keutucky. It has 
pcrhnps 800 inhabitants, w;lthn couple of 
hotels, several churches and good schools. 
It Is about 180 miles from Louisville, on 
thc'iKnoxvUlc branch ot the Louisville 
and Nnshviilo Kallrdad, and Is thirty or 
forty miles' from JelIlco,'Tenn.' London 
Ib' the counfy-sent of Laurel, one of the 
strongest : Bepubliemf counties In the 
State and the whole section Is. Republi- 
can nnd, bitterly parlUnn nt all times and 
under nil circumstances. 

The town' of London Is on the top di-' 
vide of the famous Laurel coal fields and 
has boon a place uf more or less note for

William Goebel as. a politician may be 
said, in the picture phrase of bid, to have 
sprung from the soil,;' Goebel is ft Ken- 
tucky type, nnd the mlnor.fact'a that he 
was born In Pennsylvania and lived there 
the first- four years of his life, before 
his parents took him to Covington, his 
home ever since, do not alter-this greater 
fact that lie is thoroughly representative 
of the State in which be has become his 
party's monarch. 

'Goebel secured bla election to the State 
Senate ulna years ago, and he has held 
the ofUce/of Senator ever since. lie ask- 
ed for no other elective office except that 
of appellate judge In bis district until he 
announced his candidacy for the Demo- 
cratic nomination' for Governor. The 
judgeship he could not secure, as the con- 
vention came to. a deadlock and -he was 
forced ,to withdraw, that being the only^ 
defeat registered against him.

Fire broke out at 0:5D a. m. Sunday in 
the five-story brick building at Broadway 
and Franklin avenue,- St. Louis, occupied 
by the dry goods firm of Penny & Gen- 
tles, and In n few. hours bad consumed 
51,600,000 wonb nf property, caused the 
death of one Jireriiun nnd f the serious in- 
jury ot many others, and . alarmed tbe 
entire city. The cry (hat tbo^lty was 
burning succeeded in almost breaking iip 
the services in tunny downtown churches,' 
and ,for a time it looked na it the cry 
was'to prove Irue. Only by the; most 
strenuous efforts of the firemen ,was the 
commission district saved. - •■ 

Soon alter the flames broke ent the 
entire building or Penny '& Genlles was 
enveloped; • Spnrka and brands were 
'blown in every direction by n strong 
northwest wind, and the destruction of 
adjoining property was threatened. A 
genera), alarm was turned In, and eoon 
every engine In (he city was at the scene. 
Ou the south of Penny & Gentles' the 
flames communicated with the buildings 
occupied by Schupcr Bros., dry goods, 
and The Famous, dry goods, The burn- 
ing nrca Increased minute by minute, the 
flames gaining great headway and leaping 
across to the east aide. of Broadway. In 
a short time a large empty store' building 
on the corner of Franklin avenue was 
destroyed, with those directly south oc- 
cupied by tlie People's Hotiso Furnishing 
Company, tho Marks millinery "store, 
.Dill's. dental parlors and;Dcrr Brothers' 
5 nnd 10 cent store. Fulling walla caused 
the death of one firemnn and wounded 
several others.
